Ir is only fair to point out that to- 


bacco is gradually clearing itself from 
many of tho serious charges brought 
against it. It has boon frequently and 
persistently alleged that among other 
ill effects (besides death and madness) 
produced by tho Indian weed is do 
struetion of the tooth. This,it appears, 
is entirely a mistake. Instead of tobsc- 
co causing tho tooth to decay, it IB the 
very best thing in the world for them, 
and those who wish to preserve their 
tooth should immediately take to smok- 
ihg, if they have not already indulged 
in tho habit. At a lecture on teeth, 
laughing gas, and electricity, as con- 
nected with dental surgery, delivered a 
few weeks ago before the Paris College 
of Dentists, tho lecturer observed that 
it was popularly considered that tho 
practice of smoking deteriorated .the 
teeth. "There could"—he added—"be 
no greater fullaoy. 
It was true that it 


sometimes discolored tho teeth, but it 
did not ojuse decay, on the contrary, it 
prevented decay on account of tho dis- 
infecting properties of tobacco smoke." 
This leaves our friends of the Anti-To 
bacco Association and other kindred 
bodies in a very disagreeable position, 
for it destroys all confidence in the aw 
ful predictions they arc in the habit of 
uttering as to tho fate of smokers. 
If 


tobacco does not ipjurc' the teeth, but is 
in fact good for them, perhaps it does 
not shorten life, but it is even favorable 
to longevity. 


FERNANDO WOOD'S chances for the 


Speakership are generally regarded u 
the beet of the half down Democrats 
prominently named for the place, and 
the teutons for the party's preference 
are so many and striking that the won- 
der is, not that he is so prominent but 
that any opposition to him should be 
tolerated. Let us .enumerate them in 
order of time as nearly u our memory 
will serve us. First—Ho first attracted 
attention in New York by the insertion 
of his name in an indictment for fraud 
and forgery, and perjury, practised in a 
Democratic mixture upon one Jamea 0. 
Marvin, with whom he was connected 
in a shipping transaction related more 
or less closely to the California market. 
The indictment failed, not for want of 
evidence, for that was abundant, but 
for the rather, morally regarded, irrele- 
vant fact that the grand jury put in 
their work two days too late. The lim- 
itation of the statue had expired about 
the time the court met, and not com- 
pleting their investigation for a day or 
two, the jury's slightly disparaging dis- 
covery could not legally affect Mr. 
Wood. 
Politically, of course, it made 


his fortune. 
The New York Tribune 


paraded these facts with the indictment 
and the forged papers sworn to, at the 
time Mr. Wood was' the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor. 
He made no de- 


fense but the statutory limitation,ehief- 
ly because that was the only defense he 
could make. Second—He warmly sup- 
ported the project of separating New 
York from the Union. Third—He 
called upon Lord Lyons, the British 
Minister, during, the war, to urge him 
to obtain the interference of England 
for the rebels and tho establishment of 
the Confederacy. Fourth—He was the 
steady friend of the rebellion all through 
the war, and an aetivo abettor of th e 
resistance to tho draft which made the 
bloody disturbance of 1863 in New 
York. 
Fifth—He voted for the salary- 


grab and took it, and kept it, aud has 
got it yet. 
Sixth— He is as thorough 


a scoundrel in all moral aspects as ever 
expiated any villainy in the penitentia- 
ry, and tho court records prove it. 
If 


these are not reasons enough for his 
popularity with bin party, the Democ- 
racy of tho glorious era of Tammany 
power and swamp-land stealing is a thing 
of tho past.—Indianapolis Journal.

tive of the great backbone of English 
society, the wil on which heroes grow 
—in short, the middle class, whorem,in 
fact, he has pushed all clnsses from bon

But by the time 


the average commoner has made this 
discovery he will probably be the victim 
of another progressive imposition from 
Yankee-land. 


THE National Temperance Conven- 


tion of ladies was threatened with dis- 
ruption almost at the commencement. 
The negligence of the Secretary, or a 
base partiality, was at the bottom of it 
all. 
Considering the momentous im- 


portance of- the subject, she deserved a 
dose of the denunciation usually te- 
servcd for saloon-keepers and those 
blighted b'eings who do not believe in 
the aggressive temperance measures of 
the crusaders. Mrs. Stewart, of Spring- 
Gold, 0., was written down "Mother 
Stewart" by the indulgent Secretary. 
A lady named Smith arose and object- 
ed to such partiality. She was a 
mother, and might as well bo placed on 
tho lists as Mother Smith. Tho con- 
vention was terribly excited. 
The 


Chair tried in vain to restore order, 
but until Mother Stewart had estab- 
lished her claim to that title, nothing 
could be done. The ladies insisted 
that, while her Christian name might 
be Sarah, Bridget, or Mary Ann, her 
children and tho Holy Ghost had bap 
tized her "Mother," This having been 
satisfactorily discussed, a vote was 
taken on the subject, and the patent 
allowed. Silly as this discussion may 
seem to tho dispassionate worldling, he 
will possibly bear in mind that it may 
have saved the convention from some- 
thing sillier still. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24. — 


Secretary Delano has completed his an- 
nftftl report to tho President. It treats 
at unusual length of Indian matters. 
The Secretary holds that the humane 
policy is proving more successful each 
year, and the co-operation of the vari- 
ous religious organizations is mentioned 
in terms of warm praise. The situa- 
tion at present is regarded as very fa- 
vorable. 
A proposition to make citi- 


zens of Indians is strongly advocated. 
The Secretary also recommends that the 
homestead law be so amended as to en- 
able individual Indians to take advan- 
tage of its benefits. 
The necessary 


changes of law to bring this about, and 
the question of taxation involved, are 
fully presented. 
The Secretary takes 


strongground against the system of an 
nuities,arguing that it is demoralizing in 
tho extreme. Uncivilized Indians too of- 
ten exchange thoir annuities for liquor. 
Ho thinks if the Indians could be 
taught the rights of individual property 
it would soon brcuk up tribal relations. 
To prevent speculation on Indian home- 
steads by whites, and to prevent im- 
provident sales, titles could be made in- 
alienable, except by permission .of the 
President, or by such other means as 
tho 
wisdom 
of 
Congress 
may 


devise 
The Secretary sets 
forth. 


the evils which arise from courts 
having no jurisdiction ojcr crimes be- 
tween Indians, and he recommends a 
1 iw giving district judges Hulhority to 
try crimes by Indians against, Indians, 
wherever committed.

Madison county, Virginia, August'!,; 
1706, and emigrated to Oldham county, 
Kentucky, when about 28 years of age, 
where he resided several years, partici- 
pating in the struggles of the early set- 
tler* of that'State.
